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Selectmen’s Report 





1980 WARRANT ARTICLES 


Article #8 was presented to the Selectmen by petition. 
Because the amount represents a figure closer to the actual costs 
of maintaining and operating the Recreation Area, the Selectmen 
decided not to include the figure in last year’s article. 


Article #9 was presented to the Selectmen by petition. This 
article could further reduce the number of street lights if Public 
Service continues to raise their rates. 


Article #10 was presented to the Selectmen by petition. 

In checking with our insurance carrier it was found that our 
present liability insurance would not change if there were no 
lifeguards in attendance with the following exceptions: 1. 
Our present insurance company would no longer provide coverage 
because of the lack of qualified supervision. 2. Our insurance 
carrier represents two other firms which would entertain a bid 
for continued coverage, but if on investigation it was found that 
lifeguards were not in attendance they too might discontinue 
coverage. 


The figure of $500.00 allowed for maintenance may not fully 
cover all costs of maintaining the area properly. If the dam is 
neglected it will become a real safety hazard for both automobile 
and foot traffic and will not provide adequate water for 
swimming. An historical note: The original Ravine House Dam 
and pool was built in the late 1800’s for an ice pond. Block ice 
was cut and taken from there all winter and placed in storage for 
use in the summer months. 


Article #28 was placed in the Warrant by the Selectmen to use 
accumulated interest and this year’s allotment of Revenue 
Sharing Funds. The figure of $6,182.30 includes this year’s 
portion of $2,760.00 plus $3,422.30 in unappropriated principal 
and interest. This year.may be the last year for funds of this 
nature unless the program is reinstated on the federal level. 


OTHER BUSINESS 


We would like to thank Alan Lowe and Ann Furness for the 
photographs which appear in this year’s report. Because of their 
talents and kindness our report has a fresh new look. 
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Reassessment: 

As everyone knows the Town underwent a total revaluation 
this past year. We are aware that many people felt that their 
assessment was unfair, we also realize that in some cases, these 
feelings were and are justified. The State assessors held public 
hearings on the 16th and 17th of January for just this purpose. 
At the hearings everyone was given the opportunity to voice their 
feelings and state their cases. The State is now in the process 
of reviewing all official complaints. When this is completed they 
will forward these results to the Selectmen and we will act on 
their findings. The Selectmen must then notify all those who 
filed complaints of their decision. Depending on this decision, 
anyone who still feels they have been taxed unfairly has the right 
to appeal to either Superior Court or the Board of Taxation. 


Increase in Taxes: 

At last year’s Town Meeting an error was made that had a 
sizeable impact on this year’s tax bills. It was voted under other 
business that the total appropriation of $26,300.00 (for the 
reasessment & Town Hall addition) would place a burden on 
the Tax Payers. Therefore, if this amount could be spread 
over a two year period it wouldn’t hurt as much. The Selectmen 
secured a two year note with the understanding that $13,150.00 
would be paid each year plus interest. This fall when we went to 
Concord to get our approved tax rate, we were informed that 
what was carried out at Town Meeting was illegal and the Town 
was obligated to pay the full amount in one year. 


The second big reason why taxes seemed out of line was the 
large increase in the County Tax. We went from $12,339.00 to 
$26,146.00. This was not due to the reassessment as the 
crease in the County’s budget of about 61% plus a slight increase 
in our portion of the total Tax. Last year the $12,339.00 was 
1.8% of the tax and this year the $26,146.00 was 2.2%. This 
shows an increase of $13,807.00 but the increase in percentage 
was less than 1/2%. The Selectmen wrote to our representatives 
and the Coos County Commissioners to voice our objections 
to the large increase and assured them that in the future 
we would be taking a harder look at the County’s proposed 
budget. 


NEW BUILDINGS 


The Clearys built a new home on Boothman Lane. 
The Demers built a new home on Durand Road. 


There were many changes in ownership this year and a num- 
ber of building lots were sold during the year.

The library has brightened its appearance this past summer 
with a new coat of paint. But most of the library traditions have 
remained unchanged. We are still open on Wednesday and Satur- 
day afternoons from the end of June until the middle of Septem- 
ber with a few winter book days in October. And we still have 
some of the best summer reading material and Randolph area 
material available in the area. The few days and hours we are 
open makes it difficult to return books before leaving and the 
book drops placed at the Mt. Crescent Gift Shop and Lowe’s 
Store have almost alleviated the problem. 


The library was given an extraordinary gift this past summer. 
We now have in our collection a complete set of American 
Heritage dating from December 1954 to December 1978 and 
a complete set of Horizon dating from September 1958 to 
December 1977. A very special thank you goes out to Barbara 
and Don Wilson. I am sure we will get many hours of enjoyment 
from these. 


We have also increased our library by 67 adult books and 
35 children’s books through generous donations by: H. T. 
Gregory, Susan Purcell, Mrs. Robert Hatch, Ed Merrill, Mrs. 
Molinar, the Maclennons, the Sewicks and the Home Economics 
Extension Group. Since this is the only way our library is im- 
proved, a thank you to all of these people for keeping us supplied 
with new reading material. 


Our total circulation for the past year was 619 volumes.

Christmas Party of 1979 
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Planning Board Report 


1979 


During the past year, your Planning Board has concerned 
itself with the seven subdivisions brought before the Board. 
The Raycrest Inc. subdivision with ten one acre lots was the larg- 
est and most controversial subdivision in Randolph to date. The 
Board has devoted most of its time to dealing with the subdivi- 
sions of land in Town and, more recently, with initiating a 
Sounding Board to formulate a Comprehensive Plan. 


With the increased frequency and actual numbers of lots made 
available for sale through past subdivisions, coupled with the new 
tax adjustments, many people have expressed their concern to the 
Board about the immediate and long term economic and social 
impacts made on our small town with its very limited public 
services. To meet the many problems of rapid, unplanned growth 
in our Town, the State of New Hampshire has given the Town the 
opportunity and guidance for the development of a Compre- 
hensive Plan. 


On September 4, 1979, the Planning Board received a petition 
signed by many voters and summer residents requesting the Plan- 
ning Board to form a Sounding Board made up of people in the 
Town. These people would represent all the various strong in- 
terests and concerns in formulating a Comprehensive Plan. Once 
formulated, the Plan would then be voted on by the Town ana 
given to the Planning Board as a directive in guiding the future 
development of our Town for the next five years. 


On October 23 and November 11, 1979, the Planning Board 
held two special public meeting in the Town Hall to discuss 
with interested and concerned people in the Town all aspects of 
a Comprehensive Plan. At these meetings, by invitation, the 
North Country Council and the Forum on New Hampshire’s 
Future discussed the options available to the Town and the pro- 
cedures involved in formulating and implementing a Comprehen- 
sive Plan. 


The Planning Board would like to urge the people of Ran- 
dolph to vote to join the North Country Council for the ensuing 
year as it offers many services and provides valuable information 
not only towards the development of a Comprehensive Plan, but 
also assistance to the Planning Board and the Selectmen. This 
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should be considered especially in light of the added work load 
and legal responsibilities placed upon the Town annually. 


We continue to hold our regular monthly meetings at the 
Randolph Town Hall on the first Tuesday of each month at 
p70.

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REPORT OF RANDOLPH VOLUNTARY 
FIRE DEPARTMENT 


In the spring of 1979 the town of Randolph was given a 1943 
Ford fire truck by the State of New Hampshire with the agree- 
ment that a fire department be formed. The truck is in good 
running condition, has a 500 gallon water tank, and two pre- 
connected hoses on reels. It should serve well as the basis for 
our new fire department. 


Through the summer several meetings were held to organize 
the ten to fifteen volunteers with myself elected as chief and Paul 
Finegan as assistant chief. In the fall months Steve Hartman and 
myself attended a one hundred hour course provided by the state 
and are now certified fire fighters. Hopefully two more members 
will be able to take this course in the spring. 


Our greatest needs now are for tools and equipment. Since 
our primary fire problems in Randolph are chimney and brush 
fires these are the areas in which we are concentrating our efforts. 
For larger fires we will still call on Gorham for help. Included 
in the budget for this year are % the cost of two ladders (the 
other half to be paid by the state), plus fire extinguishers, eye 
shields, assorted hand tools, and training. With these items we 
should be able to handle small fires quickly, eliminating the need 
to call on the Gorham Fire Department. 


Included separately in the warrant is an expense of $628.00 
for a communications system. This would consist of a common 
phone number to be called in a fire emergency which would 
automatically ring four different phones of fire department 
members. If passed this system would provide the most effi- 
cient way to notify the fire department members, 


Another concern is for the housing of our truck which will 
hopefully be resolved by the building of a town garage. If it is 
built a heated section would be provided for the fire depart- 
ment. 


With the support of the town the new Randolph Fire Depart- 
ment will decrease the expense of having the Gorham Fire 
Department respond to our fire calls and make Randolph a safer 
place to live,

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REPORT OF FOREST FIRE WARDEN 
AND STATE FOREST FIRE SERVICE 


Prevention and control for forest fires is handled through a 
cooperative effort between town/city fire organizations and the 
State Forest Fire Service. 


Since 19038, when the first forest fire laws were passed by our 
Legislature, the State Forester has appointed someone in each 
municipality as a Forest Fire Warden and charged him with the 
responsibility of forest fire prevention and control within his 
town/city. This person may ask the State Forester to appoint 
as many Deputy Forest Fire Wardens as may be necessary to 
efficiently carry out his charge. 


The State Forester has divided the State into ten forest fire 
districts with a full time District Forest Fire Chief in each district. 
The State organization is charged with assisting the municipal 
forest fire organization in any way possible. 


State personnel conduct fire training schools, assist with forest 
fire suppression, fire cause investigation, prosecution of fire law 
violators and forest fire prevention programs. Forest fire suppres- 
sion equipment is purchased through State bulk purchasing 
ability and sold to local forest fire organizations at one-half cost. 
Excess military property is obtained and turned over to town/ 
city fire departments at no cost to local departments for con- 
version into fire suppression units. This cooperative arrangement 
between State and municipality has resulted in one of the best 
forest fire records in the United States with less than one-half 
acres of woodland burned in each fire reported.

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Chief of Police Report 


The Randolph Police Operational logs and Reports for 1979 
reflect the fact that more of our Residents have availed them- 
selves of the Police Services; thus assisting in the prevention and 
detection of crime. The co-operation of our citizens has 
increased the efficiency of the Services and, when a crime had 
indeed been perpetrated, enhanced the possibility of apprehend- 
ing the person or persons responsible. Many have taken the time 
to advise us of their leaving on a vacation or extended business 
trip, etc., along with who would have access to their premises 
and other relative data. This has assisted greatly to the Communi- 
ty Welfare and I wish to express my sincere thanks for such 
action. All information received is strictly confidential; only 
the patrols being aware of any special data or arrangements. 


Many citizens advised the police of unusual circumstances 
building up or phoned in direct calls of complaint which were 
answered with all possible dispatch. The writer, in the pursuit 
of regular patrol work; investigations and in answering calls for 
assistance traveled a total of 14,331 miles this year; in the process 
2108 gallons of gasoline was expended. The Cottage patrol by 
Assistant Chief A. Lowe and the writer’s patrol detected over 
14 open premises which were either doors, windows or both. 
Situations were also detected that were in need of correction to 
safeguard the premises and the owners or caretakers were 
notified. 


The adverse economic trends of our present day have seriously 
increased the crime rate and, while over-all traffic was down due 
to gas shortage problems, the number of traffic violations in- 
creased; especially those of speeding, cross the double lines, etc. 
Stopping and warning operators has elicited that many were pre- 
occupied with the problem of getting to the next gas station; or 
their destination with what they had! Many were also in the 
hurry to arrive before a closing time; stations having cut their 
hours. Many more suspiciously acting persons were about, 
seeking shelter, camping areas or (??) We are pleased to announce 
that the (??) did not advance to the degree of mischief or bur- 
glary. 

The writer again attended Police Information and Training 
Sessions, forums, exchange and special meetings to advance 
police professionalism and keep abreast of crime trends, new 
laws and the ever changing law enforcement picture.

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Report of Superintendent 


1979 - 1980 


To the citizens of the Town of Randolph: 


In many communities of School Administrative Unit No. 20 
the 1979-80 school year is proving to be one of the most difficult 
in recent memory. Primarily this is due to increased costs, in- 
flation, energy problems, and budget dificits. Fortunately only 
a few of these have affected Randolph this year or are anticipated 
to affect Randolph next year. 


SCHOOL WARRANT 


The school warrant for 1980-81 shows no change from that of 
1979-80. Again this year there are no major expenditures other 
than tuition and even here we don’t expect an increase in the 
number of students for next year. 


TUITION RATES 


Tuition rates for 1980-81 have continued their upward climb 
with only the hopes that 1981-82 will begin to show some 
moderation due to efforts now being made in Gorham to hold 
down costs. The tuition chart below clearly shows what has 
happened in recent years:

BUDGET 


For 1980-81 the Randolph School District budget reflects an 
increase of $9,716.45 or 11.85% above 1979-80. Nearly all of 
the increase may be found in the tuition area which climbed from 
$71,648.00 to $80,019.00. A decrease in the numbers of stu- 
dents to be tuitioned is the only reason costs remained as low as 
they did. 


ENERGY 


Gorham is well on its way to completing its first step to re- 
trofitting both its buildings in order to conserve energy. By the 
time you read this report the project to reduce glass area at the 
Edward Fenn School will have been completed on the front of 
the building. At the high school the insulation and reroofing of 
the gymnasium and the science wing have been completed. 
The complete renovation of the heating controls at the high 
school will have begun on February lst. Boiler repairs to make 
the unit more efficient will have also been completed shortly 
thereafter. The results of these activities, hopefully, will result 
in a sizeable amount of energy. 


The 1980-81 school year will also find a continuation of 
energy conservation projects at both the high school and the Ed- 
ward Fenn School, Planned for 1980-81 is more work to reduce 
glass, new energy efficient lighting, more insulated roofing, and 
numerous small projects all of which will hopefully reduce our 
need for energy. 


PROGRAMS 


The 1980-81 year is expected to be one of little change in 
both the Edward Fenn School and Gorham High School. Those 
few changes which are being planned involve the more efficient 
use of present staff wherever possible and some position reduc- 
tions at both the elementary and high school. At a time when 
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all of us are attempting to hold costs down and to conserve, it 
is not a time to expand programs and add to costs. Rather, 
it is a time to make better and more efficient use of our re- 
sources, 


RECOGNITION 


Sometimes I have the rare pleasure of recognizing someone 
who has provided services to the school district and to your 
children for many, many years. This year I wish to take the 
opportunity to recognize Mr. Gordon Lowe, Sr. who trans- 
ported Randolph children for 28 years. Not unlike the old saying 
where the mailman makes deliveries regardless of the weather, 
Gordon was able to deliver your children safely to school without 
an accident or major injury. Certainly this represents a record 
one can and should be proud of. Gordon, from all of us, to a 
very special person, many, many thanks. You have our prayers 
and good wishes in your retirement. 


SUMMARY 


In closing, I wish to extend to all of those who have shared in 
the responsibility of providng your children with a good educa- 
tion my sincere thanks and appreciation.

MINUTES OF 13 MARCH 1979 


Moderator Thomas Bean recessed the Town Meeting and opened 
the School District Business Meeting at 1521 hours (3:21 p.m.). 


Art. 1 To determine and appoint the salaries of the School Board 
(3 @ $100 each), School District Treasurer (1 at $35.00), 
Auditors (2 @ $10.00 each), Census taker (1 @ $40.00), and 
Truant Officer (1 @ $10.00) and other agencies of the district. 
G. Glines made a motion that we accept the salaries for the 
ensuing year as they were set in the past year (As noted above). 
Seconded by Paul Finegan and passed unanimously. 


Art. 2 To hear the reports of agents, auditors, census taker, 
truant officer and other agents of the district. Motion by R. 
Parker to accept the reports as printed in the Town Report. 
Seconded by M. Ayer: passed without opposition. 


Art. 3 To see if the District will vote to authorize the School 
Board to make application for and to accept, on behalf of the 
District, any or all grants or other funds for educational purposes 
which may now or hereafter be forth-coming from the United 
States Government, the State of New Hampshire, private indivi- 
duals or corporations or any federal or state agency and to 
expend same for such projects as it may designate. Motion made 
by Horace Hill to accept the article as read. Seconded by 
Kathleen Cleary. Passed unanimously. 


Art. 4 To see if the District will vote to raise and appropriate 
$3,000.00 and place said sum into the Bus Capital Reserve Fund 
for the purchase of a new school bus. Motion made by M. Ayer 
to accept as read; seconded by L. Carpenter. Passed unanimous- 
ly. 


Art. 5 To see what sum of money the District will vote to raise 
and appropriate for the support of schools, for the payment of 
salaries for the school district officers and agents and for the pay- 
ment of the statutory obligations of the district. Paul Finegan 
made a motion to accept the article with budget as printed, a 
total of $82,592.26. Seconded by F. Holden and passed, again 
by a voice vote, without opposition. 


Art. 6 To transact any other business which may legally come 
before this meeting. Paul Finegan, from the floor, started a 
discussion of the different levels of figures in the school budget. 
Mr. Bellavance, Supt. of Schools, answered the queries, pointing 
out the reasons for the higher and lower figures. Apparently 
everyone was satisfied. Mrs. K. Cleary asked why we did not have 
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a representation on the Gorham School Board. Mr. Bellavance 
pointed out that they were a separate entirety and that we had 
our own board. Motion was then made by P. Finegan to adjourn 
the school district meeting. This was seconded by F. Holden and 
passed unanimously. 


Meeting closed at 1533 hours (3:33 p.m.). [Total Budget for
